An Unusual 


NOTHER change in the holder of the 
ton SHAPE command, the fourth in 
six vears, is announced by President 
Fisenhower, the first of that post-war suc- 
cession. The present supreme commander 
of Allied forces in Europe, General Alfred 
Gruenther, will retire at the end of this 
year and he suceeeded by General Lauris 
Norstad, his air deputy in that theatre. 
Almost as though this post were a stepping 
stone to the White House, a U.S. congress- 
man has affirmed that General Gruenther 
will be available for drafting as a Demo- 
cratic presidential nominee This does not 
appear likely, nor in any case could Gen- 
eral Gruenther hope to follow in the Bisen- 
hower footsteps by dislodging him from 
the .presidency. 

All of the abov e-named generals are 
American service officers, it being the sus- 
tained, thesis that the top NATO post 
should go to a representative of the largest 
partner in the western alliance, This 
throws into interesting relief the position 
of Field Marshal Lord Montgomery, at 
present the deputy supreme eommander 
of allied forces in Europe. Although senior 


assumption is that this must be so, but in 
view of the questions in the House there 
should be formal and explanatory answers. 
One may take it for granted that the new 
arsenal would not have been begun if it 
were not needed, and that anything so 
erucial as servicing ships could have been 
overlooked does not appear probable 

We trust, however, that the answer 
will not be that the Dominion proposes to 
spend another $5,000,000 at the site to 
provide loading facilities How “tem- 
porary” is the present disability? Lighter- 
ing ammunition on board warships today 
is about as archaic as loading coal by hand 
at Orient ports. It would be a costly 
method in times of peace, and entirely 
impracticable in a national emergency. 
So. while one can believe in the sincerity

so Jong as deputy to generals outranked 
by him in stature and operational fame. 
The field marshal is in his sixty-ninth year 
and although apparently as dynamic as 
ever would normally have retired by now 
from the military scene. ‘Times are not 
normal, however, which will be one reason 
whv he has elected to carry on in a sub- 
ordinate role. Lord Montgomery’s place 
in history is assured, but perhaps nothing 
in his whole career is more to his credit 
than this example of putting service ahove 
self and personal reputation.

sively at a special projection house Silent 
films broadened into sound pictures, and 
radio came along as an additional diver- 
sity. From both changes, but particularly 
sound films the legitimate stage suffered 
Television has been the latest thrust in the 
same direction, and if it expands into 


movies on tap in every home that may 
render the position of the theatres even 
more untenable. 

Progress may be progress, but not all 
change is improvement. The “hoards” of 
an earlier day had something that no 
“canned” performance will ever be able 
to give. It was “live” theatre, a believable 
representation of life. In this country the 
legitimate stage is being kept alive prin- 
cipally in non-professional circles. On a 
community level, the amateurs have filled 
a need which is as old as the hills. Some 
professional circuits still exist, but their 
numbers are few and their influence is 
not widening. Most open stages on this 
continent today are occupied, when their 
lichts are on at all, by spectacles of one 
kind or another 

There is some challenge in the facts. 
and no little irony. What will be the end 
result of the ever-increasing trend towards 
motor ownership and abandoning of the 
home on the one hand, and television and 
tele-film projections that ean only he 
viewed in the home on the other?
